Junction City, Kans., August 19.—While 
at target practice about 9 o'clock this 
morning on Fort Riley reservation, half 
a mile north of this city, “a seven-inch 
107-pound shell exploded as it was being 
placed in the breech of a section gun of 
piege battery O, Seventh artillery, com- 
manded by Captain Van Duren. Cas- 
ualties: 

Henry ©. Watson, killed. 

John J. King, fatally injured. 

Murray Sykes, fatally injured. 

Charles Duncan, fatally injured. 

Henry Logsdon, seriously injured. 

Dennis Mahoney, painfully in- 
jured. | 

Recruit Lioyd, seriously injured. 

Roos Duck, slightly injured. 

James Brady, slightly injured. 


The big siege battery of four guns 
has been on the target range north of 
this city since Wednesday of last week. 
This morning the usual practice was in 
progress. The 107-pound shell had been 
put into the third section gun and Pri- 
vate Watson was ramming the shell 
home when there was a terrific explosion 
and the headless body of Watson was 
geen standing perfectly erect for almost 
fifteen seconds. Then it moved as if to 
step and fell slightly on the back with 
the shoulders toward the gun. Watson 
has a father in Texas and a brother and 
sister in South Carolina. He enlisted at 
Savannah, Ga. 

Private Jo@ King had both arms torn 
off and lost both eyes. He is from New 
‘Private Murrav Sykes had a portion 
of lis skull torn off and his right eye 
badly injured. 

Charlies Duncan was bruised badly 
about the head and blinded in both eyes. 
He ts from near Wichita. 

Henry Logsdon is from London, Ky. 
His body is‘ badly hurt and he may be 
blinded. by powder burns. 

Dennis Mahoney, a native of Boston, 
was hit in the mouth with a fragment 
of shell and lost several teeth. 

Recruit: Lioyd. who recently joined the 
battery from Jackson, Tenn., had his 
left forearm blown off and right eye 
badly burned. 

The wounded men were taken at once 
to the hospital, where medical attend- 
ance could be given. ~ 

Private King diéd tonight. 

Private’ Murray Sykes, of New York 
city, is expected to die at any moment. 

Private Watson, killed today, is from 
Waco, Tex. 

Unless unexpected complications set in, 
the remainder will recover, but it will 
not be necessary to remove the right eye 
of Sergeant Dennis Mahoney.

Struck Iceberg, 


GOLD CAST INTO OCEAN 
IN TRYING TO ESCAPE 


Treasure Was as Dross with Life at 
Stake—Fully Sixty-Five Perish- 
ed and the List Will Prob- 
ably Be Length- 
ened. 
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ICTORIA, B. C., August 19.— 
The death of Captain Foote, 
of the Islander, Was ‘dbery pathetic. 
He remained on the bridge until the 
steamer Was foundering. When the 
vessel commenced to sink and it Was 
seen no earthly expedient could 
avail, the captain, it ts said, jumped 
into the life raft which was al- 
ready taxed for accommodations. 
Realising that his weight would 
qwork havoc there, he exclatmed: 
“*I see there are too many here, 
so good bye, boys,”” and swam 
away. He was shortly afterward 
seen to sink. 
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Port Townsend, Wash. Atgust 19.— 
The steamer Queen has just arrived from 
thé north, bringing news of one of the 
most appalling marine disasters on the 
Pacific coast. ) 

The steamer Islander, - sailing from 
Skagway August 14, when nearing the 
southwest end of Douglas island at 2 @. 
m. August 15, and running at full speed, 
struck a floating iceberg and in less than 
twenty minutes ‘went to the bottom of 
the deep channel ‘carrying men, women 
and ehildren to watery graves. 

The Islander had 108 passengers and all 
were in. bed when the vessel struck. The 
shock was so severe that many were 
thrown from their bertns and the wildest 


exéftement “prévalled. Wofd was goon | 


passed that the vessel was doomed and a 
general scramble for the lifeboats en- 
sued, many jumping overboard and at- 
tempting to swim to the ‘shore, the dis- 
tance being short. In the scramble : to 
get into the boats many were hurled 
headlong into the chilly water, which, ac- 
cording to passengers arriving from the 
scene, seemed alive with human beings. 
Before all the passengers had left the 
vessel she gave a lunge and went down, 
bow first. It is known that sixty-seven 
lives were lost. It will be some time be- 
fore their names can be definitely learn- 
ed, as the purser lost his passenger list. 
Story of Survivors. 

United States Consul Smith, of Vic- 
toria, who was a passenger on the Queen 
from Juneau to Victoria, gleaned the fol- 
lowing story of the wreck from among 
forty survivors who were passengers on 
the Queen: - 

“The Islander left Skagway for Vic- 
toria on last Wednesday evening at 6 p. 
m. with 125 passengers and a crew of 
sixty-one men on board and ten or twelve 
stowaways. All went well, the steamer 
making her usual record of 15 knots an 
hour until3 o’clock Thursday morning, 
when Juneau was passed and the south 
end of Douglas island was reached. Then 
suddenly the steamer encountered an ob- 
struction, said to have been an icéberg, 
and stopped with a jar which arouse 
many of the sleeping passengers. 

“Captain Foote was having breakfast 
and the pilot notified him of the trouble. 
When the vessel struck water rushed in 
forward in great volumes and the pilot 
advised that the vessel be run on fhe 
beach, not over half a mile distant, at 
once. To this the captain objected, say- 
ing the beach was too abrupt. He 
thought there was no immediate danger, 
but would runa few miles farther down, 
where he knew there was a good landing. 

“The captain assured several passen- 
gers there was‘no immediate danger, and 
that they could go back to bed, and 
sent the first officer down to examine. 
That officer reported there was great 
danger, and urged that the vessel be 
beached at once. The first officer ordered 
the boats let down, but this order was 
countermanded by the captain, who, how- 
ever, finally realized the seriousness of 
the situation and allowed the first officer 
to get down the boats. 


Rushed for Gold. 


‘Meanwhile, the passengers; aroused to 
their peril, appeared on deck and a rush 
was made to the purser, who had been 
given much treastire for safe keeping. 
Purser Bishop handed all out except tw® 
bags of $10,000 each, which were not 
claimed and went down with the vessel. 
The bow of the steamer steadily sunk 
and twenty minutes later the propeller 
and rudder were high in the alr and use- 
less, but the captain remained on the 
bridge until the last and finally jumped 
on a life raft. When the steamer went 
under an explosion occurred. The cap- 
tain lost his hold on the raft and went 
under. 

“Owing to a dense fog much difficulty 
was experienced in ascertaining the loca- 
tion of the shore. After a time water 
was heard trickling down the rocks and 
all the boats reached shore. Many per- 
sons who jumped off the steamer were 
rescued later, only to die from exhaus- 
tion and the intense cold. Several per- 
sons recovered consciousness only after 
four or five hours’ hard work by their 
comrades.” 

All the rescued speak in high terms of 
the courage and assistance given by 
Chief Engineer Brownlee and First Of- 
ficer Neurotsos, who saved several lives. 
The intense cold of the water caused gev- 
eral cramps among many who were on 
life rafts, and resulted: in death from 
the exposure. The bodies of those dying

FIGHTING FIRE 


Men led and Maimed by 
Explosion of Dynamite 


ROUNDHOUSE IS WRECKED 


Horror Occurred at Herkimer, N. Y. 
Taree Are Killed and Twenty 
Injured by an Explosion 
of Benzine at Phila- 
delphia. 


Little Falls, N. Y., August 19.—The 
Mohawk and Malone round house at Her- 
kimer was destroyed by an explosion to- 
night. Watchman Gilbert and an engine 
tender named John Deck, assisted by res- 
idents of the vicinity and members of the 
bridge building gang, attempted to extin- 
guish the flames. While they were bat- 
tling with the fire a large quantity of 
dynamite stored in the building exploded 
with terrific force, killing Gilbert and 
Deck and four others. The bodies of the 
four last mentioned are unrecognizable. 

The round house was wrecked and 
burned. It is feared there are other bodies 
in the ruins. The round house is owned 
by the New York Central and Hudson 
river railroad. 

Bricks and fragments of iron were 
blown several blocks away. All the win- 
dows within several blocks were broken 
and nearly all the plate glass windows in 
the village were shattered. 

Death Scattered by Benzine. 

Philadelphia, August %2%.—About 12:30 
this morning a benzine tank exploded at 
the Atlantic Refining Company's plant, 
where a fire has been in progress since 
yesterday afternoon. It is reported tlt 
three persons have been killed amd about 
a score injured, 

Ten tanks of benzine and petroleum 
have already been destroyed by fire. The 
loss will probably reach $500,000, 

A general call was telegraphed for am- 
bulances and patrol wagons and the {n- 
jured were hurried to the hospitals in the 
lower end of the city. At this writing the 
names of the dead firemen cannot be 
learned. They were horribly burned ami 
their bodies badly muttlated. Some of the 
injured will die. Ten or twelve tanks of 
benzine and petroleum are already 
destroyed and the fire has not been 
checked. The fire, it is thought, will. not 
burn itseif out for several days. 


SQUADRON ORDERED TO SAIL 


North Atlantic Ships To Move Near 
to the Isthmus. 

Nantucket, Mass., August 19.—The 
north Atlantic squadron has received or- 
ders to sail tomorrow for Hampton 
Roads. All preparations for the contin- 
uance of the maneuvers at this place 
have been countermanded, and the ves- 
sels of the squadron are already getting 
up steam preparatory to their departure. 

While the exact reason of the change 
of plans is not known, it is believed 
here that the trouble in South America 
has something to do with it. The ves- 
sels were scheduled to be in Newport on 
August 2, and the camp here was to 
have remained until Friday next. 

Washington, August 19.—It was an- 
nounced at the navy department today 
that the north Atlantic squadron would 
sail from Newport about the 25th instant 
for Hampton Roads. When specific in- 
quiry was made as to whether this had 
any connection with the troubles in South 
America, an authoritative answer was 
given that it had no relation whatever 
to affairs in that quarter. .It was »x- 
plained that the maneuvers of the squad- 
ron in New England waters had come 
to a close, and that the southern drill 
grounds off Hampton Roads afford better 
facilities for.the evolutions in contem- 
plation. These plans appear to have 
been formed some time ago. The effect 
ef the movement, however, will be to 
place the vessels of this squadron about 
a day and a half’s sail nearer the scene 
of southern difficulties than they would 
be if they remained on the New England 
coast, and also In good location for coal- 
ing and equipping for sea if any neces- 
sity should arise for dispatching any of 
these ships. = 


ARTILLERY SCHOOL CHANGES. 


New Series of Regulations Issued by 
Colonel Ward. 
Washington, August 19.—Colonel Ward, 
acting adjutant general of the army, to- 
day promulgated a series of regulations 
governing the United States artillery 
school at Fort Monroe, Virginia. Some 
changes have been made in the regula- 
tions at the suggestion of Colonel Ran- 
dolph, chief of artillery. The new order 
exempts student officers from all ordi- 
nary garrison routine, including court- 
martial, boards of survey and such drills 
as are not included in the course of in- 
struction. The enlargement of Fort Mon- 
roe and the increase of the garrison to 
eight companies of artillery makes this 

change possible. 

Colonel Randolph thinks it is very de- 
sirable that the studies of officers should 
not be interfered with by other duties. 
In the course of instructions the art and 
science of war has been dropped and 
coast defense substituted. As the artil- 
lery school at Fort Monroe will be al- 
most entirely attended by officers of the 
coast artillery it was thought that coast 
defense would be practically the art and 
science of war. Former instruction un- 
der this head necessary for field artil- 
lery will be carried on at the artillery 
school at Fort -Riley, Kansas. The other 
features of the order are the same aB 


last year.

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STRUCK BY-SQUALL 
2 GOLCONDA 
GOES TO SOTTOM 
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STEAM 
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Disaster Occurred While the 
Seventy-five Passengers 
Were at Suppet 


SIXTEEN PERSONS G0 
DOWN WITH STEAMER 


Ten of Those Lost Were Women. 
Only One Woman @#scaped and 
She Was Saved by Throe 
Negro Deck Hands. 

The Details, 


Paducah, Ky., August 19.—The steamer 
City of Golconda, plying between this 
city and Elizabethtown, II)., was struck 
by a squall during a storm about 7 o’clock 
tonight as she was en route to Paducah. 
She turned over in 10 feet of water, 6 miles 
above the city, as she was going into 
Crowells landing. Sixteen persons are 
reported drowned. The disaster occurred 
as supper was served, and many of the 
seventy-five persons were in the cabin. 
The wind struck the boat without warn- 
ing and there was no time for those on 
the inside to escape. 

Captain Jesse Bauer and Pflot E. E. 
Peck were he last to leave the boat and 
swam to share. They saved several per- 
sons struggling in the water and left the 
survivors in a house near the bank and 
came to the city. Captain Bauer, who 
arrived here two hours after the catastro- 
phe, said: 

“The boat was getting ready to land 
when the squall struck her and she listed. 
Several passengers, who were inside, 
jumped overboard .and were c&ught by. 
the boat. The ladies, all of whom were 
in the cabin, could not be reached. The 
boat settled down in 10 feet of water over 
a reef and two of the men who were in 
the cabin—H. E. Worten and N. 8. Quar- 
termouse, of Hampton—broke through the 
glass and were saved. Three colored deck 
hands saved a woman and child, and I 
think she was the only woman saved. A 
yawl that had broken loose was caught by 
some of those struggling in the water, 
and taken to the bank. We #seturned to 
the boat on this, but could find no signs 
of life, and returned to shore.” 

The boat was valued at about $2,600, 
and had been in the, trade for several] 
years, being owned by Captain Otto 
Bauer, of Golconda, Ill. There is no way 
to determine the number of dead and 
their names until the boat’s books shall 
be found. Captain Peck places the num- 
ber at sixteen. The Mary N, left soon 
after the survivors reached the city for 
the scene. .

pirants for the governorship. It is no won- 
der that political gossip and rumors of 
all sorts were on tap. It was also report- 
ed that Hon. Henry G. Turner, of Quit- 
men, was here, having come down from 
Toccoa, but such was not the case. 

Colonel Estill spent the day and took 
dinner with his old friend, Captain Vin- 
cent L. Starr, formerly of Savannah, at 
whose invitation he visited Martetta. 

The visit of Colonel Estil] to Martetta’ 
led to the rumor that he had gone there 
for the purpose of holding a conference 
with Senator Steve Clay, Judge George 
Gober and others, but this develops not 
to have been the case. Senator Clay was 
invited to dine at Captain Starr’s home 
Sunday, but he did not attend the dinner. 
Colonel Estil] saw them while in Marti- 
etta, but, it Is stated, there was no con- 
ference of any kind between them—noth- 
ing more than a pleasant meeting. 

Met Here by Major Ryals. 

Upon his return to Atlanta, Colonel Bs- 
till was met here by Major G. M. Ryals, 
of Savannah, who has had charge of his 
campaign and who has been looking after 
his interests, both here and in the south- 
ern part of the state, especially during 
the meeting of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety, which was held at Thomasville ijast 
week. 

The fact of the simultaneous appear- 
ance here of Major Ryals and Colonel Es- 
till set political gossips to talking, but it 
appears no one succeeded in finding out 
just what was the object of their visit. 
Colonel Estill visited Governor Candler 
yesterday afternoon and called also on 
Hon, Clark Howell] and others.

NO LONGER 


TO BE A “HIDEOUS” YELLOW

Savannah, Ga.,: August. 19.—(Special.)— 
The intense yellow which has character- 
ized south Georgia.and the half of Flor- 
‘ida traversed by the Plant system of rail- 
ways, is soon to disappear. Already the 
@ainter’s brush hae eradicated it from the 
company’s freight cars, and now the de- 
pots along the lines of the system are be- 
singing -to take on @ifferent hues. So 
the yeHow, that’ penetrating, persistent 
orange-like yellow, will be no more. 

Those who have traveled jn south Geor- 
gia or in. northern and western Florida, 
know well. what this. yellow is. If one 
gets within‘a mile of a Plant system sta- 
tion he can almost fee! it in the air. It 
has predontinated everything with which 
the Plant. system .hag ever had anything 
to da. Its freight oars, its depots, its 
water: tanks, the homes of its employees, 
such as «were owned by the system, its 
steamships, its flaring .posters, advertis- 
ing the route, everything was covered 
with that celestial color which the al- 
mond-eyed Orientals worship. It, per- 
chance, a piece of stationery got out of 
one of the. offices without the yellow 
stamp or print, it ig said there was almost 
sure to be a row.in the department from 
which it emanated, and it is even re- 
marked that ‘the officials and employees 
of the system were beginning to take on a 
yellow tone from long association, 

The reason for the adoption of the yel- 
low color by the Plant system years ago 
was that it was the favorite color of Mrs. 
H. B. Plant, wife of the deceased. presi- 
dent of the system. -Mr. Plant, it is said, 
acceded to his wife's wishes and the or- 


* 


ange-yellow went 4nto~and onto .every- 
thing connected with the system, 

The great disadvantdge about the color 
it is found is that it easily gets dirty, 


and there are few colors that are more: 


unattractive than a dirty yellow. This 
fact has led to dissatisfaction with it on 
the part of the present officials of the sys- 
tem, and they have determined to do 
away with it. A war correspondent, who 
was not exactly pleased with some things 
done by the Plant system during the re- 
cent unpleasantness with Spain, sald in 
one of his articles that Mr. Plant a Mr. 
Flagler each owned one-half of Florida, 
and referred to Mr. Plant as “a person 
who paints his half a hideous yellow.” 
In. a recent conference between Presi- 
dent R. G BPrwin and General Superin- 
tendent W, B. Denham it was determined 
to get rid of this “hidéots yellow,” as it 
has been called, but primarily for the 
reason stated, that it is a color that easi- 
ly takes up and shows dirt. 
The transformation, of course, cannot 
be made in a day, but it will be gradual. 
Alreddy ‘the freight cars of the system 
have been painted a dark red, and that 
color will bé used on the third and fourth- 
class depots. The depots of the first class 
in the larger cities will be ‘painted“in va- 
riegated colors such as artistic taste dic- 
tates, while those of the second class in 
the towns and cities’ next in importance 
will be gray with maroon trimmings. This 
jatter combination will constitute in great 
part the neW colors of the system, and on 
the depots at least they will predominate. 
It may take a’ year or two to get rid of 
all the yellow, but the change is one that 
will be of wide “interest, and it ‘will no 
doubt prove more attractive to the eye.

It ds not difficult to imagine the enthu- 
siasm that this aroused among the pas- 
sengers, who were fortunate enough to 
take part in the inauguration of this new 
service. When the messages were sent 
the Lucania was 287 miles from Sandy 
Hook. e 

The New York Herald publishes the fol- 
lowing interesting story of the Marconi 
system, and how the young Itallan’s in- 
vention has developed f!n five years into 
a commercial need: 

“Among the passengers on a channel 
steamer from France to England in July, 
1896, was a young Italian, whose chief 
baggage was a great array of curious in- 
struments, whose use no one could guess. 
The English customs authorities, inspect- 
ing them, decided off hand that they were 
anarchistic bombs and infernal machines 
and promptly had them destroyed. 

“The young man was Signor Guglielmo 
Marconi, then 22 vears of age, whose 
inauspicious introduction to England 
might have ‘daunted a superstitious or 
less persistent soul, and delayed the gift 
to the world of one of the most remark- 
able inventions of the remarkable nine- 
teenth century. 

“Rut Signor Marconi quickly had new 
instruments made, and under the cordial 
patronage of English scientific and elec- 
trical experts began in London the first 
important and decisive experiments in 
the art of wireless telegraphy. 

“Signor Marconi said that he had dis- 
covered the wireless principle almost by 
while studying electrical phe- 
nomena. He found that by  0»putting 
Hera’s radiator to the earth. connecting 
it with a wire extended vertically in the 
air, and repeating the process with a 
modified Bramley receiver, a current 
could be transmitted about one hundred 
vards without connecting the wires. Then 
he found that by simply Increasing the 
length of the vertical wire the electrical 
waves were sent farther, the distance 
increasing in geometrical ratio to the 
length of the wire. With the perfecting 
of his instruments he was able to add 
to the possible distance of communica- 
tion, and finally, late in 1898, sent a mes- 
sage 34 miles from one point to another in 
England. 

“Even then, however, his results were 
given little attention outside of scientific 
circles. It was not until March, 1899, 
that he made a demonstration with his 
apparatus that awoke the world to a 
realization that electricity had found 
through this wizard of the south a new 
and almost limitless field.. In that month 
the French government gave Signor Mar- 
coni official permission to attempt to send 
messages across the channel from Folke- 
stone to Cape Gris Nez. His instant and 
unqualified success may fairly be said to 
have impressed the whole civilized world. 

“Since that day Signor Marconi has 
concentrated his energies on Increasing 
the scope of his Invention and adapting it 
to practical use on sea and land, in peace 
and in war. Several of the great sea 
powers have used the Marconi system 
with great success In naval maneuvers, 
ships scores of miles apart being able to 
keep in constant totich. The distance of 
transmission has been steadily tncreased 
until in June of this year two English 
stations 223 miles apart were able to «x- 
change messages.

In the 
fall of 1899 Signor Marconi came to New

ARTICLE ON CORPORATIONS 


Building and Loan Associations 
Proved Interesting Subject for 
Delegates—Kailroads and 
Railroad Rates Also 
Discussed. 


_ Montgomery, Ala., August 19.—(Special) 
The counstitutional convention’ spent the 
‘May on the corporation article and so in- 
teresting a subject as building and loan 
associations had the floor for several 
hours. Messrs. Cofer of CuHman, Proc- 
tor of Jackson, and Long of Butler had 
‘brought in as-a minority report an inde- 
pendent section, general in its terms, but 
‘applying in fact only to these associa- 
jtions. It. proposed that all fines, prem- 
‘iums and forfeitures or charges, of what- 
‘ever Sort, or. under whatever name, in 
,excess of 8 per cent shall be applied on 
\the principal of the loan. .The speeches 
‘jof the minority were emphatic and filled 
‘with lively descriptive epithets like ‘‘gold 
brick concerns,’’ but the convention was 
not convinced and laid the proposed sec- 
tion on the table. 

Section fifteen brought up the question 
of regulating railroads and_ railroad 
rates. The section was alleged to be a 

‘copy of the Georgia constitution on the 
Subject, but made no mention of the rail- 
road commission in any way. It con- 
ferred the power to regulate freight and 
passenger Jariffs, the building and locat- 
ing of depots and preventing of abuses 
and discriminations upon the legislature. 

General Sanford proposed to amend by 
conferring the power on the railroad com- 
mission. 

Mr. Kyle, of Etowah, moved a’substitute 
requiring the legislature to confer the 
power on the commission and to compel 
the commission to carry out its func- 
tions. Objection was made to this, that 

it would make the commission a consti- 
tutional office. It was also contended 
that under the committee report the 
legislature can transfer the power to a 
commission. The amendments went on 
the table without their advocates being 
able to summons the necessary votes to 
call for the yeas and nays. Tne section as 
reported was overwhelmingly adopted. 
The free pass section went through with 
not enough opposition to call the yeas 
and nays. 

It was avowedly a compromise and the 
convention was in no humor to dally. It 
applies only to mrembers of the legisla- 
ture who are not bona fide employees of 
railroads and to judicial officers. 

A penalty of $500 is imposed for each 
ride on a free pass and imprisonment for 
six months may be added. 

An amendment was offered to extend it 
to aldermen of cities, but found no fa-

ARE FIGHTING THE INSTITUTES 


Attack on the System by Newspa- 
pers of Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., August 19.—(Special.)— 
The press of Mississippi, aided and abet- 
ted by many teachers, continues its fierce 
attack on the county institute system, 
and the demand for its abandonment has 
now become almost general. The system 
is finding very few outspoken defenders, 
although the county superintendents of 
education are publishing strong addresses 
urging their attendance at the institute 
sessions which are now in progress in the 
several counties, but it seems that these 
addresses are having little effect, as the 
attendance, with but few notable excep- 
tions, is ridiculously small. As an induce- 
ment to the teachers to attend some of 
the county superintendents are holding 
out promises of higher salaries, but even 
his fails to carry the wonted magic, 

nd in counties where there are i50 
school teachers less than twenty are at- 
tering the institute session. 

Some prominent educators’ attribute 
the lack of interest in institute work to 
the increasing popularity of the summer 
normals, while others say that the chief 
cause is the fact that tne teachers are 
financially unable to attend and that the 
standard of institute work heretofore 
has been very low. 

From present appearances it is very 
likely that the campaign against the in- 
stitutes will have any tangible result so 
far as the next legislature is concerned, 
‘and those who are expecting the repeal 
of the institute law are likely to be dts- 
appointed. Already more matters have 
been. piled up for legislative transac- 
tion than the body is likely to dispose of 
and educational matters will receive lit- 
tle attention, save only the renewal of 
the annual million dollar appropriation 
for the public schools. 
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SHAKE-UP OF THE ALABAMA CONSTITUTION 
NOTHING SHORT OF SEISMIC; SHOWS RESUME 
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Section 2, which guaranteed equal civil 
and political rights to all persons resi- 
dent in this state, born in the United 
States, or naturalized, or who have dc- 
clared their intention to become such, 
and which made al! of these citizens of 
Alabama, was stricken out. Objection 
was made that it might interfere with 
the article on suffrage, and besides gave 
foreigners the constitutional right to 
vote without complying with the law in 
becoming fully naturalized. 

Descendants are given the right to 
testify in thelr own behalf, a right they 
now enjoy by legislative enactment. 

Changes of venue may be granted with- 
out the presence of the defendant in 
court. 

Courts are given power to discharge 
juries for reasong to be fixed by law, 
from the consideration of cases without 
advantage to either party. 

In all libel cases the defendant is al- 
lowed to-show tne truth of the publica- 
tion. * 

The granting of irrevocable or exclu- 
sive privileges or franchises is prohibited, 
and all such grants made subject to 
‘revocation and amendment. 

Section 36, declaring that the people of 
this state accept as final the establish- 
ed fact that from the federal union there 
can be no secession, was stricken out. 


NEW COUNTIES AND COURT 
HOUSES. 


The minimum size of counties is re- 
tained at 600 square miles, but special ex- 
ception is made that a new county may 
be formed of portions of Dale, Henry 
and Geneva with Dothan as the center, 
to be of no fixed size and the old counties 
to be left with a minimum of 500 square 
miles. The line of no new county is to 
come within 7: miles of a court house al- 
ready in existence. No county seat can 
hereafter be removed except by a ma- 
jority vote of the qualified electors. The 
act of the last legislature removing the 
county seat of Shelby from Columbiana 
to Calora is declared void. 

BANKS AND BANKING. 

Banks of issue may issue bills of credit 
to circulate as money equal to the face 
value of United States or Alabama bonds 
deposited as security. This was passed, 
hoping the day might come when the tax 
on state banks would be repealed. 

A new section is added requiring the 
legislature to provide for the examina- 
tion of all banks and trust companies 
and banking institutions doing business 
in Alabama. Reports shall be made 
twice a year. 

LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 

The number of members of the house 
is raised from 100 to 105, and the senators 
from 33 to 36. 

The official name of the law-making 
body is changed from the general as-, 
sembly to the legislature. 

The date of state elections is changed 
from the first Monday in August to the 
Tuesday after the first Monday in No- 
vember, but the legislature may change 
the date. 

Senators and representatives are to be 
elected every four years instead of every 
two years as now, which changes the 
terms of members from two to four 
years, and elects all senators at the same 
time. The legislature is to meet quad- 
rennially instead of biennially, holding 
sixty days at the first session and fifty 
thereafter. Special sessions called by 
the governor are limited to thirty days, 
and may consider other matters than 
those specified in the call by a two-thirds 
vote. The privileges of the floor can be 
extended only by unanimous consent. 

Bills are required to be read at length 
when engrossed and enroHed and brought 
to the presiding officer for his signature, 
but this fnay be dispensed with by a 
two-thirds vote. 

The governor, auditor and treasurer are 
required to have a general revenue Dill 
ready for presentation to the legisiature 
when it meets. 

No revenue bill shall be passed during 
the last five days of the session. 

Salaries cannot be increased, as has be- 
come a custom, by making larger appro- 
priations in the general appropriation 
bill. 

New codes are to be made every twelve 
years instead of every ten years. 

The legislature is especially authorized 
to issue bonds in no specified amount for 
the purchase of foreign territory, the 
purchase of West Florida thus being 
provided for. 

Costs and charges of courts, or fees, 
commissions or allowances’ of public 
officers must be the same in all the 
counties, except where the numerous 
local laws on that subject are already in 
force. These are not required to be re- 
pealed, but if once repealed cannot be 
reenacted. 

A new section denies to the legislature 
the right to -remit or diminish in any 
way any obligation or liability of any 
person or corporation to the state, but 
a general law may be passerd under 
which the state may compromise doubt- 
ful claims* 

No state or county official is allowed to 
receive any money or thing of value or 
of personal advantage or the promise 
thereof, to lobby for or against any 
measure, or to give or to withhold pis 
influence on any measure. 

The legislature shall not legalize the 
marriage of any white person with a 
negro or the descendant of a negro. 

The legislature is required to ‘provide 
for the regulation, prohibition or reason- 
able restraint of common carriers, part- 
nerships, associations, trusts, monopolies

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and combinations of capital so as to pre- 
vent them from making articles of ne- 
cessity, trade or commerce scarce, or 
from increasing unreasonably the cost 
thereof to the consumer, or preventing 
reasonable competition in any calling, 
trade or business.”’ 
MISCELLANEOUS. 

The present constitution provides that 
the salaries or pay of those officials cre- 
ated by the constitution itself cannot be 
increased or diminished during and for 
the time for which they were elected or 
appointed. A new miscellaneous provis- 
ion extends this to all officers of every 
kind under the state, county or munici- 
pality. 

AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION. 

Three-fifths instead of two-thirds of all 
the members of both houses may propose 
amendments to he constitution. The 
amendment may voted on at the next 
general election or at a special election 
called for that purpose in three months 
after the act is passed. The amendment 
must receive a majority of all the votes 
cast on the amendment itself, instead of 
a majority of all the votes cast at a gen- 
eral election for representatives, as at 
present provided. 

An act calling a convention must fre- 
ceive a majority of all the members of 
both houses instead of a majority of a 
quorum as at present, nor can it be re- 
pealed by a called session. The gover- 
nor’s approval is not required to an act 
for calling a convention nor proposing an 
amendment. 

EDUCATIONAL. 


In lieu of a special tax of one mill and 
all general appropriations from the state 
treasury a special tax of three mills is 
provided for the common schools, the 
amounts being, at present valuation, not 
far apart. The interest on the sixteenth 
section fund and the poll taxes are guar- 
anteed to the schools, making a general 
fund of about $1,100,000. The present con- 
stitution provides a minimum of only 
$100,000. 

The counties are allowed to levy by a 
three-fifths vote of the people a special 
school tax of one mill. 

Instead of an ‘equal’ division of the 
school fund between the races, as at 
present provided, it is required that the 
schools for the two races shall be of the 
same length. 

University trustees are to be elected 
by the board of trustees as vacancies 9%c- 
cur, subject to confirmation by the sen- 
ate. If the senate rejects, it fills the va- 
cancy. Trustees can holg only two 
terms, or twelve years. 

The annual interest on the university 
land fund is made $36,000 instead of $24,000, 
and the special legislative appropriation 
of $10,000 is included in the larger interest. 

The Industrial School for White Girls 
at Montevallo and the school for the 
deaf, dumb and blind are made constitu- 
tional schools. 

LOCAL LEGISLATION. 

Under the present constitution the 
legislature is forbidden to pass local acts 
except under restrictions, but the courts 
have construed that the legislature is 
itself the judge whether an act is local 
or not, and the prohibition is thus a dead 
letter. An entire article is given to the 
subject in the new constitution, and 
thirty-one different subjects are enumer- 
ated, declared to be local and are pro- 
hibited. In addition to the enumerated 
subjects a blanket clause is added pro- 
viding that no local law shall be passed 
on any subject which is already pro- 
vided for by a general law or where the 
relief sought can be obtained in the 
courts. The courts are given the power 
to decide whether there is such a general 
law and whether the relief can be given 
in the courts. 

It is expressly provided that the legis- 
lature can continue ta enact local laws 
prohibiting or regulating the liquor traf- 
fic. 

On subjects not forbidden local laws 
can be passed only after four weeks’ no- 
tice before introduction, and the journal 
of both houses must affirmatively show 
that such notice was given. 

The principal subjects, local laws on 
which now encumber the acts, and which 
are forbidden, are: Incorporating towns 
and cities, changing county seats, fixing 
the punishment of crime in one county 
different from what it is in another, au- 
thorizing cities and towns to issue bonds 
except after a vote of the people, in- 
creasing the fees and jurisdiction of jus- 
tices of the peace and the fees of con- 
stables, establishing special school and 
stock law districts, regulating the fees 
and allowances of public officers, exempt- 
ing any person from road, jury or other 
civil duty, providing for the conduct of 
elections and changing voting precincts, 
granting divorce, removing disabilities of 
non-age, declaring the citizenship of a 
liner. 

The legislature is required to pass gen- 
eral laws under which all these matters 
can be arranged. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

The title of the commissioner of agri- 
culture is changed to “commissioner of 
agriculture and industries’’ and he is 
made a constitutional officer. 

A Heutenant governor is created to be 
elected by the people and the succession 
to the govtrnorship is vested in him. and 
on through the president pro tem. of the 
senate, speaker of the house and down 
the line of state officers. At present it is 
confined to the president of the senate 
and speaker of the house. The former is 
now governor of the state and the speak- 
er is dead, so that if Governor Jelks 
should die there would be no one to suc- 
ceed to the office. 

The terms of all executive state officers 
is made four years and all are made in- 
eligible to succeed themselves. 

The governor is not only made Ineligible 
to succeed himself, but is forbidden to 
accept any other office by election or ap- 
pointment during his term and for a year 
after it expires. 

A board of pardons is created, consist- 
ing of the secretary of state, auditor and 
attorney general, with advisory powers 


only. All felony cases must be submitted 


to the board and it shall hear the appli- 
cant’s showing in open session. It must 
give its opinion to the governor in writing, 
but the governor can take its advice or 
not as he likes. If the board does not 
act In sixty days, the governor can pro- 
ceed to act. He retains full power in all 
misdemeanors. 

The governor fs given ten days after ad- 
journment of the legislature in which to 

prove bills passed in the last five days. 

If a bill does not meet the governor's 
approval, he can propose amendments to 
remove the objection, and the houses may 
pass the amendments. The governor is 
given six days instead of five in which 
to consider bills. He is also given the 
power to approve or disapprove items in 
appropriation bills. 

Special provision is made for testing the 
sanity of the governor before the supreme 
court by proceedings instituted by any 
two of the officers who may succeed to 
the governorship, barring the one next in 
succession. The soundness of mind of 
any state officer rgay be tested by the su- 
preme court at the suggestion «@ the gov- 
ernor. 

A eheriff may be impeached before the 
supreme court by order of the governor 
for failing to do his duty in protecting 
prisoners frbm mobs. 

IMPEACHMENTS. .

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NTGOMERY,Ala., August 19.—(Special.)—The constitutional convention, which has been in session since May 
21, has completed a new constitution and is now rounding up its Work. The suf frage article is entirely new and 
is the main feature Only one article has escaped important changes—that on exemptions. Two new articles 
have been added, those on municipal corporations and local legislation. The following is a condensed staterhent of the 
changes made in the old constitution and the additions of new matter. 
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fore the supreme court instead of the cir- 
cuit courts and a jury. 

“Habitual drunkenness” as a ground for 
impeaching state officers and judges of 
the supreme court, is. changed so as to 
read: ‘“Intemperance in the use of in- 


'toxicating liquors or narcotics to such 


an extent, in view of the dignity of the 
office and ftmportance of such duties, as 
unfits the officer for the discharge of such 
duties.”’ 

BONDED DEBT. 

The legislative acts heretofore passed 
authorizing the governor to refund the 
bonded debt.of the state, are ratified and 
the life of the bonds limited to fifty years. 

TAXATION. 


The maximum tax rate is fixed at 
cents instead of 75 cents on the $100 of tax- 
able property. 

The amount of the’ temporary loans 
which the governor may make is increased 
from $100,000 to $300,000. 

Public roads are aided to public build- 
ings and bridges as a substitute for which 
the countiés can levy a special tax outside 
the regular limit of 6 mills, but the aggre- 
mate of such special ‘taxes is fixed at 25 
cents on the $100, whereas it has hereto- 
fore had no limit. 

No county shall become {indebted in an 
amount greater than 8% per cent of its 
tax values, but this does not apply to 
debts already existing or authorized by 
law in excess of that limit. 

No municipal corporation of less than 
6,000 population shal! become indebted to 
an amount greater than 5 per cent of its 
assessed values, except that for the con- 
Struction of gas and water works and 
electric lighting plants and sewerage, or 
the improvement of streets, an additional 
debt of 3 per cent may be incurred. This 
does not apply to debts now existing or 
authorized which may be in excess of 
the limit. 

Cities of 6,000 or more population, ‘nclud- 
ing Gadsden, Ensley, Andalusia, Decatur 
and New Decatur, may incur debts for 
general purposes to 7 per cent of their 
tax values. This limitation does not ap- 
Ply to temporary loans in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes, to bonds issued 
for acquiring school houses, water works 
and sewers, nor to bonds issued for side- 
walk improvement wiere the cpst in 
whole or in part is assessed against the 
abutting property. Sheffield and Tuscum- 
bia are specially excepted from any limit 
except the legislative will no their in- 
debtedness. 

An inheritance tax of 2% per cent is nro- 
vided on estates except where the prop- 
erty goes to the father or mother, the 
husband or wife, the childrn or lineal de- 
scendants of the grantor, devisor, donor 
or intestate. 

JUDICIARY. 

No court of general jurisdiction can 
hereafter be established in a county of 
less than 20,000 population and $3,500,000 of 
tax values. Such counties need not be in- 
cluded in any circuit or chancery division 
but the legislature may establish special 
courts of like jurisdiction for those coun- 
ties, 

Circuits and chancery divisions must 
include three counties unless one of them 
has 2,000 population and $3,500,000 of 
values. 

The legislature may confer on circuit 
and chancery courts both common law 
and chancery jurisdiction. In counties 
with more than ofie court the legislature 
may consolidate them all into one with 
the requisite mumber of judges. 

All chancery, circult.and supreme court 
judges must be elected by the people, and 
their terms are fixed at six years as now. 
After 1904 the terms of the supreme court 
judges are 80. arranged that some of 
them will expire every two years. Judi- 
cial vacancies are to be filled by the gov- 
ernor, whose appointees shall hold only 
until the next general election, 

The chancellor may appoint the circuit 
clerk of a county as register in chancery 
for that county. 

Circuit solicitors are to hold office for 
four years instead of six, beginning in 
1910, and are to be elected by the people 
beginning in 1904. Solicitors for the coun- 
ties may be created by the legislature and 
may be appointed by the governor or 
elected by the people as the legislature 
may determine, 

In counties of the requisite size the leg- 
islature has full power to establish spe- 
cial courts of circuit and ehancery juris- 
diction, the judges to be chosen as the 
legislature may prescribe. 

In towns of’ 1,00 people and more the 
legislature may confine the number of jus- 
tices of the peace to two, or may abolish 
them altogether and substitute inferior 
courts in their places. The powers of the 
governor to appoint one notary public ex- 
officio justice of the peace in each ward 
of cities of 5,000 population, is withdrawn, 
if the legislature so decides, 

The legislature has power to abolish 
any court whose jurisdiction and func- 
tions have been given to some other court, 
except the supreme ans probate courts. 

Under the present constitution the num- 
ber of circuits was fixed at eight, but 
they could be increased by a two-thirds 
vote of the legislature. Under the new, 
a majority can increase them and no lim- 
it is fixed except that each must have 
three counties. 

MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS, 

The power of the legislature to grant 
privileges over the streets and alleys of 
any municipality without the consent of 
the municipal authorities is withdrawn. 

The power of the state to levy a priv- 
ilege tax in Heu of all] other taxes and 
to the exclusion of a city’s right to tax in 
its own limits is withdrawn, 

No municipality can hereafter issue 
bonds of any sort except after an election 
by the people at an election held for that 
purpose, This, however, does not upply 
to refunding bonds. Assessments against 
abutting property for street paving or 
sewers cannot exceed the actual increase 
in the value of the property by reason of 
such improvement, 

The limit of municipal taxation is re- 
tained at 8 cents on the $100, but special 
exceptions are made in favor of Hunts- 
ville, Troy, Andalusia and Birmingham, 
which may levy an additional § cents for 
debts and _ interest on ebts now 
existing. Gadsden, Ensley, Attalla 
Bessemer, Woodlawn, Brewton, Pratt 
City, Wylam and Avondale may 
ievy 8 cents additional for general 
purposes. Decatur, New Decatur and 
Dallas may levy three-tenths additional 
by a vote of the people. Mobile may 
continue to levy 75 cents for general pur- 
poses and 75 cents for debts and interest 
on debts existing December 6, 1875. Mont- 

omery at present can levy 75 cents for 
debts and interests existing on December 
6, 1875. She is given power to make this 
levy for debts existing now and for main, 
taining schools and public conveniences. 

Persons or corporations who construct 
or operate public utilities are made liable 
to owners of abutting property for any 
actual damage that may be done to such 
property by reason of such operation or 
construction. 

PRIVATE CORPORATIONS. 

The legislative power to charter corpor- 
ations is withdrawn, and general laws 
must be provided. All foreign corpora- 
tions doing business tn this state are re- 


quired to file their articles of incorpora- 
tion with the secretary of state. hey 


i must also pay the same franchise tax 


on franchises owned in Alabama as do- 
mestic corporations. The rights of cor- 
porations are confined to those which are 
set out in their declaration or application. 
Corporations in condemnation proceed- 
ings are given the right of entry, pending 
litigation for damages, by giving bond for 
the damages, if any. A _ section of the 
rresent constitution prohibits free passes 
to legislators, but provides no penalty. 
The new section includes judges and pro- 
vides a penalty of and imprisonment 
at the discretion of the judge trying him.

Mississippi Town Visited by 
Farmers’ Agents 


OFFER HIGH WAGES FOR HELP 


\ 
Negroes Prefer To Work on Railroads 
Rather Than in the Cotton 
Fields—Agricultural In- 
terests Suffer on 
This Account. 


Jackson, Miss., August 19.—(Special.)— 
With the opening of \the cotton picking 
season only a few weeks distant comes 
the annual complaint of the great scar- 
city of farm labor, and this season the 
complaint seems to be unusually well 
grounded, for the available labor supply 
is exceedingly scarce. 

Owners of large plantations in the delta 
are now sending agents into the hill coun- 
ties to recruit forces of cotton pickers, 
and when these agents commence work 
in lively earnest the demand for labor 
will experience a corresponding increase. 
Their chief efforts for the present will be 
confined to the towns, but as the sunply 
grows scarcer the efforts will be extended 
to the country and the inducement of 
high wages held out. 

Railroad construction work has drawn 
heavily on the labor supply of Mississip- 
pi, and it is a rather singular fact that 
of late the negroes seem to prefer this 
class of labor to working in the cotton 
fields. Contractors along the Gulf and 
Ship Island road are now offering $1.50 per 
day, payable -weekly, for negroes, and 
thus far are unable to secure the num- 
ber of men desired. Railroad construction 
on the delayed new branches of the IIli- 
nois Central has also been greatly de- 
layed from this cause, and contractors 
report in several instances that they will 
be unable to fintsh their work within the 
time specified. 

The fact cannot be denied that an aver- 
sion to farm work ts. being developed 
among the stalwart class of negroes each 
year, and agricultural interests always 
suffer from this cause during the plant- 
ing and harvesting season. Only in re- 
cent years has the field for the labor 
agent been a profitable one in this state, 
but during the next few months the 
man who engages in the Amportation of 
cotton pickers will find it very remuner- 
ative. 

Although shedding is reported from a 
number of counties and several com- 
plaints have been made of the appear- 
ance of boll worms, the cotton crop of 
Mississippi has made very fair progress 
during the past week and it is believed 
that the government report to he issued 
tomorrow will indicate a general im- 
provement in nearly every portion of the 
state. The rains in north Mississippi 
were highly beneficial and served to 
break the protracted drought in severel 
counties. Over the southern part of the 
state the growth of the plant was slight- 
ly checked by the cool weather accom- 
panying the coast storm, but the damage 
from this source is partly offset by the 
fact that good showers accompanied the 
storm. There has been little change in 
the corn crop prospects, although the 
outlook continues favorable for a yield 
in the state fully equal to the govern- 
ment estimate of an average condition 
of 66 on the Ist of August. 


PURNELL ON YELLOW FEVER. 


Does Not Think Mosquito Is Chief 
Agent in Transmitting. 
Jackson, Miss., August 19.—(Spectal.)— 
Dr. J. H. Purnell, of Vicksburg, one of 
the best known yellow fever experts in 
the south, and who figured auite conspicu- 
ously during the epidemics of the dis- 
ease in Mississippi in 1897 and 1898, takes 
a decidedly radical stand in opposition to 
the theory th¢ the mosquito is responsi- 
ble for the transmission of the yellow 
fever germs. He contributes a highly in- 
teresting article to the current number of 
The Philadelphia Medical Journal on 
the subject. His views are in marked 
contrast to the paper read at the last 
session of the Mississippi Medical Asso- 
ciation by Dr. H. H. Haralson, another 
Vicksburg expert who has enjoyed an 
equally large experience in the treat- 

ment of the disease. 

Referring to the recent experiments in 
Cuba, which resulted in the announce- 
ment of the mosquito theory, Dr. Purnell 
expresses doubt as to the conclusiveness 
of a series of experiments conducted in a 
camp with eighteen or twenty subjects in 
the winter season when the virulence of 
the yellow fever germ is on the wane, 
but he admits that the mosquito’s capa- 
bility of conveying germg from man to 
man after it has been infeste)l twe!ve 
days has been proven. However, he 
contends that the mosquito is not the 
chief agent in the transmission of the dis- 
ease, and says that the germ when first 
discharged from the human body is inert 
unless the meteorological conditions are 
most favorable for its conveyance. 

Dr. Purnell cites several instances 
where yellow fever has been stamped 
out in southern communities in recent 
years without an onslaught on the mos- 
quito, mentioning particularly the appear- 
ance at Clinton in 1897, and at Fort Mon- 
roe and Fort McHenry, Miss., in 1899.

is in progress for a deep water harbor, 
and gave a striking illustration of the 
truth of the adage that it is “an ill wind 
which blows nobody good.’ It was 
greatly feared that the tidal wave would 
fill the big ditch to the gulf with sand 
and mud and the construction company 
was very much astonished to find after 
the storm had subsided that the channel 
had been washed out nearly four feet for 
almost the entire distance, saving the 
company thousands of dollars and giving 
more than adequate recompense for the 
damage inflicted to the big dredge boats. 
The dredging work will be rushed as 
rapidly as possible from now on and con- 
fidence is felt that within a few months 
it will be deep, enough to admit the pas- 
sage of the largest ocedn freighters.

EE WAS KILLED BY WATCHMAN 


John M. Ward, Cotton Buyer of 
Charleston, Shot Saturday. 

Charleston, S. C., August 19.—(Special.) 
The sudden death yesterday of Coroner 
Vaughan prevented the holding of an 
inquest today over the body of young 
John M. Ward, a cotton buyer, who was 
killed by Watchman Keegan, at Chis- 
olm'’s mill late Saturday night. Accord- 
ing to the evidence gained thus far, 
Ward and a gay party had been out sail- 
ing. A number of the young men had 
been drinking, and, it is said, Keegan 
remonstrated at the noise they were 
making.

KENTUCKY RAILRCAD IS SOLD 


Short Line Is Bought by Louisville 
and Nashville. 

Louisville, Ky., August 19.—The Shelbv- 
ville, Bloomfield and Ohio railroad, which 
extends from Shelbyville to Bloomfield, 
Ky., a distance of twenty-six miles, 
was bought today by the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company for $150,000. 
For some time it has been reported that 
a syndicate, headed by Peter Arlund, of

BlG BLAZE AT RICHMOND, VA. 


Tobacco Companies Suffer Loss of 
$112,000 on Buildings, Ete. 


CONVENT CAME NEAR BURNING 


There Were About Three Hundred 
Employees in Burned Building 
But All Escaped. 


Richmond, Va., August 19.—Fire de- 
stroyed what is locally known as the J. 
Wright Company plant of the American 
Cigar Company at the corner of Twenty- 
third and Cary streets today. There were 
aboyt 400,000 pounds of leaf tobacco in 
the building owned by American Cigar 
Company, and this with the machinery, 
it is estimated, was worth $115,000. 

The building, an immense _ structure, 
covering 19,200 square feet, Was owned 
by the Continental Tobacco Company. It 
was five stories high, built entirely of 
brick. A conservative estimate of its 
value at the time of the fire is given as 
$60,000. It was completely destroyed. The 
total loss is placed at about $200,000; in- 
surance $112,000. 

There were some three hundred and 
fifty persons employed iff the burned 
building, most of whom were negro wod- 
men, but it is believed all escaped with- 
out injury. 

The Monte Maria convent, at Twenty- 
second and Grace streets, caught fire and 
was in danger at one time. Cameron & 
Cameron's. great factory was also in 
danger for half an hour. Four Chesa- 
peake and Ohio freight cars were de- 
stroyed. E. C. Mayo, of the Mayo 
branch of the Continental company, was 
Slightly injured by a falling wire.

Jackson, Miss., August 19.—(Special.)— 
Special elections will be held in the coun- 
tles of Warren, Jefferson, Calhoun and 
Panola to fill vacancies in the legislature 
caused by deaths or resignations of the 
old incumbents. Pike county will have a 
special election on the 4th of October, 
this county being behind the others on 
account of the failure of the board of 
supervisors to notify the governor of the 
vacancy. 

The contests in the various counties 
are featureless with the exception of 
Warren, which is attracting unusual at- 
tention on account of the candidacy of 
T. Dabney Marshall, who was recently 
pardoned from the penitentiary.He is op- 
posed by Messrs. A. H. Cook and T. R.

Some Plans Crippled by th 
Strike Are Partly Put in 
Operation, 


NO REAL PROGRESS MADE 
SO THE STRIKERS CLAIM 


Some Disorder at Monessen, But | 
Nothing Serious—Both Sides 
Are Working Seriously 
and Outcome Cannot 
Be Predicted. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 19.-—-The United 
States Steel Corporation made a series of 
gains today in the restoration pf proper- 
ties crippled by the strike of the Amal- 


gamated association and its sympathiz- 
ers. The_ steel mills at Monessen, after 
a long period of inactivity, were partly 
put in motion by strike breakers gather- 
ed in some of the southern states, two 
more mills in the Painter plant were also 
started up and another large mill at the 
Clark property was also operated for the 
first time. There was some disorder tn 
the streets of Monessen during the day, 
but the local police never lost control of 
the demonstrative crowds, atid there was 
no serious trouble. 

The reopening of the Monessen mill is 
believed to be the first o! 4 series of ag- 
gressive moves on the part of the steel! 
corporation. Preparations are known to 
be in progress for reopening the Star tin 
mills in this citv and for increasing the 
force at the Lindsay and McCutcheon 
mills, and it is thought to be only a mat- 
ter of time before the strongholds of the 
strikers like Newcastle, McKeesport, 
Wheeling, Bellaire and Mingo Junction 
will be invaded. 

Strikers Are Confident. 

The strikers deny that any real prog- 
ress has been made either at Monessen 
Or at Painters, and say that they are 
not to be frightened by the burning of a 
lot of coal and the mere* operation of 
machinery. 

The greatest fight 1n this district is for 
mastery at the Duquesne mills of the 
Carnegie company. Both sides are work- 
ing secretly, the Amalgamated associa- 
tion to extend its organization and 
strength among the workers and the 
Steel company to block any plan to get 
the men out. Neither side has shown its 
Strength yet, and it is impossible to get 
any fine on the ultimate result. The 
claims made privately on either side are 
conflicting. The Amalgamated  organ- 
izers assert that they have secured a 
Strong position in the property, and that 
when the word is given it will be shut 
down. The managers of the mills admit 
that the strikers have some friends in 
the mills, but express absolute confidence 
{In their ability to keep the entire plant 
in operation. Coal and iron police care- 
fully guard the property, admitting none 
éxcept employees, and they in turn are 
watched by secret pickets of the strikers. 

Soldiers Are Warned. 

Dispatches from Somerset, Pa., where 
the second brigade of the national guard 
of Pennsylvania is in camp, report that 
@ number of anonymous letters have 
been received by the regimental com- 
manders containing threats in connection 
with possible strike duty by the soldiers. 
A fair sample is the following: 

“Dear Sir—In case your command is 
called upon to do duty against the steel 
Strikers, do not forget that there are 
many laboring men und union men in 
your regiménts, and watch where you 
Stand when you give the order to fire.” 

The matter -has been placed in the 
hands of the United States postal au- 
thorities.

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TEXTILE WORKERS DISBAND 


They Will Join American Federation 
of Labor. 


MOVE WILL AFFECT THE SOUTH 


For a Fight Will Be Made for Estab- 
lishment of a Ten 
Hour Day. 


.New York, August 19.—At.a meeting of 
the executive counctl of the International 
Union of Texttle Workers of America it 
was decided to call a spectal convention 
of.the International union for November 
18. at Washington, when the union will 
formaliy disbarid and surrender its char- 
ter to the American Federation of Labor 
preparatory to the amalgamation of the 
union with the American Federation of 
Textile Workers, which amalgamation 
was decided upon at & conference held 
vesterday. A resolution was adopted 
pledging the support .of the International 
union to the steel strikers. 

The afternoon session was taken up 
with a.prolonged discussion of the ten- 
hour law, and resolutions were adopted 
by the council recommending to the gen- 
eral convention the establishment of a 
unfversal ten-hour day- among the textile 
workers of America, to take effect as 
early as the convention may deem ad- 
visable, 

This is a most important step and will 
affect from 40,000 to 50,000 textile workers, 
The section most affected, it was_ said, 
will be the south, as very few states 
south.of Virginia have any ten-hour law 
at the present time, and eleven and even 
twelve hours is-at present the prevalling 
day's work. While Virginia has a ten- 
hour law for women, it has no such limit 
for the male workers, and in this state 
also the latter will be benefited. 

Secretary Green said today that the 
four different associations of the feder- 
ation of Textile Workers, the 
and the loom fixers will all be embraced 
in the new amalgamation. The mule 
spinners will come in as a national body, 
it being an old association of the Federa- 
tion of Labor. According to Secretary 
Green a strike will be inevitable if the 
mill owners carry out their intention to 
reduce wages, and he addeq that the 
federation of textile workers has-at the 
present time over $100,000 in its treasury,

The railroad commissioners met 
terday. morning et the state capitol.

They were 
informed that the department had no 
prepared list; that the preparation of the 
list is in the hands of Captain Lemly, the 
judge advocate of the court, who is now 
in Canada, and who is expected to return 
to Washington next Monday. They also 
were informed that counsel for Admiral 
Schley could write a letter to Captain 
Lemly asking for the. list, which letter 
would be forwarde:] fo the judge advocate, 
or they could await his return and then 
make application to him. Admiral Schley 
did not accompany his lawyers. It is 
understood that a letter will be addressed 
to the department by Admiral Schley’s 
counsel asking for a list of the witnesses.

COLOMBIA BECS 


Doesn't Want United States to 
Interfere on Isthmus, 


PROMISES 10 KEEP ORDER

It Is Claimed by Colombian Minister 
That Traffic Has Not Been In- 
terrupted and That Colom- 
bia Can Handle the 
Situation. 


August 19.—The Colom- 
bian minister, Dr, Silva, had a conference 
today with Secretary Hay. It was the 
first personal exchange between the sec- 
retary and the representative of Colom- 


Washington, 


bia since the present disturbance started. 


Dr. Silva gave Mr. Hay information to 
the effect that traffic on the isthmus was 
entirely unobstructed, and also assured 
him of the ability of Colombia to keep 
the traffic open. The assurances given 
by Dr. Silva make clear certain features 
of the situation. 

First, there is no interruption of traffic 
at the present time, Colombia giving of- 
ficial assurance of this, and the United 
States having no advices from its repre- 
sentatives showing an actual stoppage of 
traffic within recent days. 

Second. Both governments are agreed 
that the first responsibility for maintain- 
ing free traffic is on Colombia, and that 
the United States is not called upon to 
act until Colombia finds herself unable 
to fulfill the primary responsibility. 

Third. The United States undoubtedly 
will judge for itself when any occasion 
arises for exercising its authority on the 
isthmus. A request from Colombla would 
be strong evidence that such occasion 
had arisen. But it is not essential to 
await a request or notice from Colombia, 
although such a communication undoubt- 
edly would receive the fullest considera- 
tion. The actual conditions as to whether 
traffic is open or closed will ,determine 
finally whether there is any occasion for 
the exercise of force by the United States. 

When seen after his visit to the state 
department, Dr, S{lva expressed himself 
as highly satisfied with assurances given 
him by Mr. Hay.that the United States 
would not take a hand tn affairs on the 
isthmus unless a request came from the 
Colombian government itself, or else the 
need of intervention became so apparent 
as to make a request unnecessary.

Pilot LaBlanc, 
steamer, says: 

“The night was fine.

Then [| .called the mate 
and ordered the boats. This was done, 
and they were loaded with passengers. 
Many passengers jumped overboard with 
life preservers on. I jumped overboard 
and was in the water over two hours 
before reaching a piece of wreckage.’’ 

The pilot also said that many of the 
men acted badly, attempting to jump into 
the boats before they had been launched. 
Had it not been for this crowding and 
rushing, he thinks all would have been 
saved, with the possible exception of 
those who did not get out of their state 
rooms, among whom were Andrew Keat- 
ing and his two sons, Arthur and Julius, 
of Los Angeles. The crew, on the other 
hand, behaved splendidly, and looked to 
the safety of the passengers. After the 
boats had been launched the crew turned 
their attention to the rafts, but these 
were also rushed, and after they had

swim for wreckage, as there were too 
many on te rafts. He believes the res- 
sel sank in 23 fathoms, and thet the 
boiler did not explode but that the wood- 
work was carried away by the rush of 
water and air.

Lost “cld But Saved Life. 


Sam Starten, of Winnipeg, dropped a 
satchel laden with $4,000 gold, and a friend 
lost his portmanteau with $3,000 in gots 
in it, and each escaped to tell the story. 

United States Consul A. J. Smith, who 
was a passenger on the stearmer Queen, 
saw Dr. Phillips, of Seattle, at Juneau. 
Dr. Phillips told him that he had lost 
his wife and child. Before they could 
jump from the deck his wife and child 
were caught in the suction of the ventil&t- 
ors and were drowned. Dr. Phillips 
went down with the steamer and caught 
hold of some wreckage, from which he 
was afterward rescued. When resusci- 
tated he called for his wife and child, 
and a man brought the body of his little 
girl to him. He was left at Juneau, re- 
fusing to leave until his wife's body was 
found. 

Passengers and members of the crew of 
the steamer Islander who havg arrived 
here agree that the loss of life by Thurs- 
day's disaster in Lynn canal will amount 
to sixty-five, but they admit that there 
were probabiy five or more stowaways 
on the steamer, and that the five chil- 
dren known to have been on board the 
steamer were either drowned or died of 
exposure. So it is possible that the loss 
of life will reach over seventy.

Tunnel Rescued, 


RAW MULE MEAT AS FOOD: 


Since Last Wednesday the Men Have 
Been in the Tunnel and Wore 
Hopeless—They Were Semi- 
Conscfous When Res- 
cued. 


Cleveland, O., August 19.—Adam Kest 
and Joseph Eugine, two of a dozen or 
more workmen who were trapped in the 
water works tunnel two hundred feet 
below the surface of Lake Erie by the 
burning of crib, No. 2 last Wednesday 
morning, were rescued from the horrible 
position late this afternoon and are now 
lying semi-conscious at Huron street hos- 
pital where, with careful nursing. the 
physicians say, they will soon recover. 

When their signal for help tapped on 
the air pipe was at last answered from 
the crib, Kest and Eugine were prepar- 
ing to eat raw mule meat. 

Tonight Eugine and Kest satd that 
they did not know that there had been 
a fire and they could not account for 
their plight unless some accident had 
happened which would soon be repaired. 
As the time passed by, however, and 
hours lengthened into davs, the men were 
beginning to fear that they were doomed 
to death either by starvation, suffocation 
or drowning. 

“We gave up more than once.” said 
Kest. ‘‘We lost track of time. We tried 
to get out several times. Each time the 
ga8 drove us back. At last we decided 
that it was get out or die and we made 
a try, tapping on the pipe as we went 
along.’’

4 RED-HOT DISCUSSION 
INDULGED IN BY MEMBERS 


Councilman Kontz Proposes an Or- 
dinance To Make the Genera] 
_ Ordinance Effective Before 
Expiration of Power 
Co.’s Franchises. 


Mayor Mims’ veto of the Euclid avenue 
grant of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company, was overridden by council yes- 
terday afternoon by a vote of 10 to 1. 

The mayor stated that in vetoing the 
paper he did so because he believed the 
company would not make the improve- 
ments under the Welch amendment. 
When the matter came up during the 


session of council yesterday afternoon 
it was the subject of a red-hot discus- 
sion, Councilman “Malvern Hil moved 
that the franchise be granted notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, 
and the spéech which he made bordered 
on the sensational. 


“I move,” gaid he, “that the grant be 
passed notwithstanding the mayor's 
veto. He is the mayor of this city, and 
he says he wants something for the city. 
That phrase has been heard so often 
_ around the city hall until it has become 
hackneyed. Is the mayor the guardian 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, that he can say whether or not 
they will accept this franchise? The 
amendment only provides that the city 
shall get something in the event of con- 
solidation. He says they won't accept 
it. How does he know they won't? Put 
it wp to them and see if they will ac- 
cept it. 


Warm Discussion Begins. 

“He sets himself up as the guardian 
of the Power company, and not the peo- 
ple of the city of Atlanta. The Power 
company does not say it doesn't want the 
franchise with the amendment, but they 
go to the mayor and get him to do it. 
They are bright, erudite and good cussin’ 
foiks, and they don't want to be placed 
in the position of declining it. Suppose 
they do consolidate? You lose competi- 
tion, but get an income for the city. 
Suppose they don’t? Then the amend- 
ment is not worth the paper ts it written 
on. It only operates when they consoli- 
date. If you want something for the 
city, and TI belleve you all do, then over- 
ride the veto of the mayor.” 

Countilman Reed said he was not fa- 
miliar with the mattef, but supposed that 
the explanation of the amendment by 
Councilman Hill was correct. Mf Hill 
assured him that the franchise was free 
from other amendments, and that the 
company had been exempted from the op- 
eration of the general ordinance of Au- 
gust 22 1899. 

“Then,” declared Colonel Reed, “I am 
decidedly in favor of Mr. Hill’s motion. 
if thereisto be a consolidation, let us get 
something for the city. Why is this 
movement objected to unless there is go- 
ing to be a consolidation?’ 

Councilman Minhinnett said that coun- 
cil should sustain the mayor and his 
veto. “During the last meeting of the 
aldermanic board,’’ said he, ‘‘a paper was 
read from the Power company stating 
that it could not accept the franchise 
with that amendment.”’ 

Then Mayor Pro Tem, Johnson’ took 
the floor. “I want to tell this council 
the exact status of this case,” said he, 
“A year ago I tried to have this very 
same amendment put on these franchises, 
I failed, and I think I accepted defeat 
gracefully. I deny this amendment is a 
hardship. It is fair to both companies, 
and does not take effect unless there is 
a consolidation. If they will come here 
and say they will refuse it, let ‘em do it. 
The ydon’t have to take it. Their objec- 
tion to it would seem that they fear con- 
solidation. The talk about the people 
wanting these changes, I admit, but if 
we continue to exempt these gentlemen 
from the provisions which are on the 
other people. we lose all chance to get 
anything for the city. If we lose com- 
petition we should get something from 
the robbery, and I use the term in no 
offensive sense—I make it apply to both 
companies. I don’t question the mayor’s 
honesty and integrity, but I hope his 
veto will be overridden.” 


Hill Withdrew Remark. 


Councilman Hill again addressed coun- 
cll. “YT would not do any man a wrong 
intentionally,” said he. “I have just 
learned from the city clerk and Mr. 
Grasty, secretary to the mayor, that 
there was a paper from the Power com- 
pany read before the aldermanic board 
in which that company stated it could 
not accept the grant with that amend- 
ment. So far as the guardianship matter 
ig concerned, T will withdraw it, but that 
is the only retraction I will make.’’ 

A vote on Mr. Hill’s motion to override 
the mayor’s veto was then taken. It re- 

ollows:

Contrary—Messrs. Fincher, 
lewis, Reed, Terry, Garrett, 
Kontz, Longino and Hill—10. 

Councilman Glass, who entered the 
council chamber about the time the vot- 
ing began, asked to be excused, as he 
did not know the merits of the case.

Two more claims for damages on ac- 
count of the Whiteha street viaduct 
have been filed against the city. The ad- 
diticnal claims were submitted to coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon, and were re- 
ferred to the claims committee for con- 
sideration and report. The number of 
claims against the city on account of the 
new bridge now amount to eight. 

A. M. Reinhardt, through his attorney, 
James F. O'Neill, says that in April of 
last year he leased fifty rooms in the 
Central Bank Block building on Whitehall 
street, between Alabama street and the 
railroad crossing, for hotel purposes, He 
declares his lease cost him $55 a month, 
and runs for four years. He sets forth 
that the viaduct drove him out of the 
building, and he places his claim at $5,950, 
itemized as follows: Repairs that he 
made, $1,000; furniture he bought to fit 


up the hotel, $750; loss on lease for forty- 
two months, $4,200.

claim damages on account of the viaduct. 
They occupy jointly the stores at No. 19 
Peachtree street. It is set out in their 
petition that since May 23 last the street 
in front of their place of business has 
been obstructed, and that their trade 
has fallen off considerably.

T., August 19.—The first 
train over the Memphis-’ Frisco connecting 
track from Miami to Afton was run to- 
day. The track is almost completely bal- 
lasted now and will be ready for through 
trains from Kansas City to Texas and 
Oklahoma in a few days. Miami was the 
terminus in the Indian Territory of the 
Kansas City, Fert Scott and Memphis. 
The connection at Afton with the St. 
Louis and San Francisco road is the re- 
sult of the consolidation of the two prop- 
erties. 
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only turnouts and switches were granted. 

Mr. Kontz announced that the ordinance 
was almost identifal with the Reed ordi- 
nacé, which council adopted some time 
ago, but which the mayor vetoed. He 
said the measure sought to make the 
general ordinance effective at once and 
not at the expiration of the Power com- 
pany’s franchises. He asked that it be 
put upon its second reading, hut Coun- 
cilman Fincher moved to refer it to the 
street railway and ordinance comnrnit- 
tees. After some discussion this action 
was taken. 

Councilman Garrett introduced a psti- 
tion for a lime on Randolph, Houston and 
Cain streets for the Atlanta Rapid Iiran- 
sit Company. He said a similar petition 
had been presented last year, but had 
never been heard from. He asked that it 
be referred to the street railway commit- 
tee along with other petitions asking for 
grants. 

The petition of the board of water com- 
missioners, asking council to provide by 
a charter amendment that the water 
works department be given, for the next 
five years. an annual appropriation equal 
to its yearly gross income, was referred 
to the finance committee. The communi- 
cation set forth that $75,000 more is needed 
to pay for the new pump; that a dupli- 
cate reservoir is needed, which will cost 
$75,000 or more; that the present filter 


| plant is inadequate, and needs improve- 


ments to cost about $30,000, and that the 
clear water basin should be duplicated 
at a cost of $6,000. 


Wants Union Wages Paid. 


Councilman Garrett introduced an ordi- 
nance prohibiting the lketting of public 
work by contract and providing that it 
should be done by day labor, under the 
supervision of the cOmmissioner of public 
works. According to the ordinance, all 
laborers shall be paid wages equal to 
those paid union men, and a day’s work 
shall consist of nine hours. The paper 
was referred to the ordinance and bridges 
committees. 

The report of the ordinance committee 
concerning the Kontz resolution, that the 
city attorney go before the railroad com- 
mission in regard to depot matter and the 
ordinance that the lives of- franchises 
shall not be extended until the final year 
of each grant, was adopted. 

Councli adjourned at 7 o’clock before the 
report of the street railway committee 
was considered. The franchise granting 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company the 
right to lay double tracks on Piedmont 
avenue, from Auburn avenue to Warren 
place, was read. It provided that the 
company should have this privilege for 
a term of twenty-one years, and that 
these tracks should be used between 
Edgewood avenue and Warren place, 
jointly with the Atlanta Railway and 
Fower Company. 

The report will be taken up at the next 
meeting of council. In the meantime the 
clerk of council will prepare copies of all 
the franchises for members of council.

VIADUCT CIRDERS. 
HAVE ARRIVED 


Big Beams Will Be Placed in 
Position Today, 
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BRICK MAY STILL BE USED 


The Viaduct May Yet Be Paved with 
Vitrified Brick Instead of As- 
phalt as Had Been Intend- 
ed—Will Soon Be 
Completed. 


The viaduct girders arrived yesterday 
evening at 8:30 o’clock over the Western 
and Atlantic raifvay. The delay was due 
to washouts in the road between Atlanta 
and Dalton. 

Everything is ready now down by the 
tracks to lift the big beams into place 
the first thing this morning, if the 
weather is favorable. The huge derricks 
and heavy guy ropes and pulleys pre- 
sent a very businesslike appearance and 
Contractor Wilkins says hoisting the gir- 
ders will be a very simple and easy 
matter. The one on the east side will 
be put in place first. The three flat cars 
on which it is loaded will run up on the 
tracks nearest the south approach, where 
it will be fastened to the hoisting ap- 
paratus, lifted up in mid air, then swung 
completely around at right angles before 
being raised to its position spanning the 
present gap between the two approaches. 
The height above the tracks is seventeen 
feet. One, or perhaps two, steam en- 
gines will furnish the power which will 
lift the enormous weight to that height 
and also transpose its direction. 

After the west girder is placed prepa- 
rations will immediately be made for 
hoisting the other one. The derrick ap- 
paratus will have to be moved by means 
of an engine which will pull the big 
pole, now standing at the middle of the 
tracks, toward the west over by the east 
side of the viaduct. Guy ropes, pulleys, 
chains, etc., will be reanchored and the 
other girder can then be easily hoisted 
in its place, too. 

Contractor Wilkins savs that the mat- 
ter of changing the derrick apparatus 
will be but little trouble and consume 
little time. So, if the weather does not 
interfere, today will see both girders 
across the central span. 

The delav in this feature of the work 
has seriouslv retarded progress on the 
viaduct, but from now on work will be 
pressed as rapidly as possible. 

“T shall have to bend every energy,” 
said Contractor Wilkins, ‘“‘to finish the 
bridge on time. Mv force of men is 
now as large as can be handled and the 
work from now on will take shape rap- 
idly every day.”’ 

Yesterday concrete was being laid on 
the west sidewalk of the south ap- 
proach. 

Excavating is still going on for the 
Eiseman . building. Foundation digging 
for a seven-foot partition wall was in 
progress yesterday. As soon as the ex- 
cavating is complete the south approach 
will be filled in with dirt ready for the 
paving. 

The wall of the Lynch building was 
partly torn down yesterday. The rooms 
and offices on that side of the building 
are protected by wooden partitions two 
feet inside the wall undergoing demolli- 
tion, nicely papered and protecting the 
tenants from inconveniences by weather 
or dirt. The temporary rental of the 
two-foot space necessary for. tearing 
down the wall was purchased at consid- 
erable expense by Contractor Wilkins 
from the several tenants. 

The last shipment of viaduct mate- 
rials will be sent this week, arriving 
next week. It will be the iron ralling 
in artistic scroll design for the side- 
walk. 

The latest viaduct development of 
special interest to the general public is 
the announcement that the vitrified brick 
pavement, primarily specified in the con- 
tract, may yet be laid. It will be re- 
membered that the original plan called 
for brick on the viaduct, but subse- 
quently the city desired asphalt to be 
used instead in order to make the street 
uniform when Whitehall and Peachtree 
streets asphalting is extended to the 
structure. Such a request was made® in 
Grant Wilkins accompanied by an offer 
of the necessary amount to cover the 
additional expense. 

Contractor Wilkins yesterday received 
notice from the Coaldale company, with 
which his order for brick had been 
placed, that they will not release him 
from that contract and that the brick 
are ready for shipment. Mr. Wilkins 
will submit the matter to council, which 
can either decide to take the brick off 
Mr. Wilkins’ hands and use in other 
city work or to make some arrangement 
satisfactory to the Coaldale company, or 
else to leave the brick pavement as 
originally called for. It is probable that 
some satisfactory arrangement will be 
made by which asphalt will be laid. 
Contractor Wilkins is now considering 
asphalt blocks instead of the usual plain 
asphalt. A small strip of the block pav- 
ing lies in front of the chamber of com- 
merce building and has proved entirely 
satisfactory. 


AUDITORS TO FILE REPORT 


Will Be Submitted to Council at Next 
Meeting, Which Occurs in 
Two Weeks. 


A complete report of the experts that 
have been engaged in examinir” the 
books in the various city offices is ex- 
pected to be submitted to council at its 
next meeting, two weeks hence. 

Councilman Rawson, chairman of the 
city finance committee, stated yesterday 
that he had had a conversation with D. 
S. Fero, chief of the experts, last Sunday 
afternoon, and Mr. Fero had informed 
him that a report was now being pre- 
pared in New York. ~“ 

Mr. Fero is expected in the city again 
this week and he and Mr. Rawson will 
hold a conference regarding the work 
of the auditors. The experts, it is un- 
derstood, have finished their work with 
the exception of unraveling several cleri- 
cal errors that have been discovered. 
All the figures upon which the report 
will be based have been forwarded to 
the office of Haskins & Sells in New 
York. 

The re~ort will be prepared there and 
will be audited before it reaches Atlanta. 
In certain quarters it is thought the 
report will be in the nature of a sensa- 
tion. It is believed by others who have 
taken an interest in the examination 
that the report will merely show where 
improvements can be made in the pres- 
ent system of bookkeeping in vogue at 
the city hall.

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BROWN TO ANNOUNCE; _ 
HE WILL SOON RESIGN 


RACE BETWEEN  BAILIFFS 


Has Wriflen His Announcement 
and Will Send It Broad- 
cast Over Stale, 


WILL SOON RESIGH AS 
RAILROAD COMMISSIONER 


Friends Urged Him Not To Do So, 
But He Looks at It Differently.

Hon. J. Pope Brown has written his 
announcement to the people of Georgia 
that he will be a candidate for gov- 
ernor.

It is said that Mr. Brown does not in- 
tend to publish his announcement first 
in the newspapers of the state, but that 
it is his purpose to have it printed and 
then to scatter it broadcast over Georgia 
through the malls.

voters throughout the state. It is said 
to be his obféct to have it reach all to 
whom he will send it as nearly at the 
same time as is possible. 
Urged Him Not To Resign. 

In consultiag wit» his friends it is un- 
derstood some of them urged Mr. Brown 
not to resign as a member of the rail- 
road commission. Mr. Brown gave this 
matter much thought, hut finally deter- 
mined, it is stated, that the proper course 
was to hand in his resignation and then 
start into the camnaien for all it is 
worth. 

It is said that this is the idea the 
announcement will convey. Mr. Brown 
will state that he feels it proper that he 
should tender his resignation, and that 
he expects as soon as he does so to begin 
an active and an eneggetic campaign 
of the state. 

He Is Not Talking Yet. 

Mr. Brown was seen yesterday by a 
representative of The Constitution with 
reference to this matter. 

“T am not ready to make a statement 
yet,”” he replied. “You may = surmise 
whatever vou please, but there is noth- 
ing that I care to say at this time.’’ 

In spite of the fact that Mr. Brown 
has maintained a _ strict silence with 
reference to the race, he has let it be un- 
derstood through friends that there is no 


question about his being in it good and 


strong. 

“I feel as if it were now or never,” 
he is quoted as having said to one of 
his political friends, meaning hé intended 
to make the race at this time and not 
to wait for another four years. 

He told two or three of his friends 
at the capitol that they had his per- 
mission to say he would be in the race. 

Now it appears that he has his an- 
nouncement written and is about ready 
to spring it on the public. It is be- 
lieved the Hawkinsvillé post office will 
do a rushing business in handling circu- 
lars within the next few days.

DESIRES THAT A BOARD 
ASSESS ALL FRANCHISES 


Effort by Councilman Kontz To Pre- 
vent the Purchase of Chamber 
of Commerce Building by 
City Failed by Vote 
of 138 to 3. 


To prevent corporate, state and mu- 
nicipal tax dodging was the motive which 
actuated Councilman John €. Reed yes- 
terday afternoon to introduce in council 
a resolution providing that council ap- 
peal to the members of the legislature 
from Fulton county to take the neces- 
Sary steps looking to the establishment 
of a state board of tax assessors. 

The resolution suggests that the board 
be composed of five members and that 
they be elected by the people of the 
state at the time that a governor is 8e- 
lected. The duty of the board would be to 
agsess for state, county and city taxa- 
tion all the property in the state of pub- 
lic service corporations doing business 
in Georgia, including steam and electric 
‘railroads, telegraph, telephone, gas and 
electric Night companies, those furnishing 
heat or power. and others, if any, serv- 
ing the public under a franchise; to levy 
the proper taxes, and duly apportion 
them between state, county and city. 

“The entire property of every such 
corporation,” says the resolution, “‘in- 
cluding its franchises, easements, realty 
and personalty of every kind, to be as- 
sessed as a unit, and in the same pro- 
portion, to its saleable and market 
value, as are farms and city real es- 
tate.”’ 

Some of the Provisions. 

The remainder of the resolution.is as 
follows: 

As a general rule, the aggregated market 
value of the stock, bonds and floating debt 
of any corporation aforesaid to be treated as 
the market value of its entire property. When, 
by reason of losses, failure of threatened fail- 
wre, or other cause, this rule would not indl- 
cate the true market value of the property, 
then the aggregated market value of the 
three items shortly before the value of the 
preperty was depressed, to be constdered. The 
main thing required is that the board ascer- 
tain the amount which the entire property of 
the particular corporation will bring if pru- 
dently sold. Such amount is the market value 
of that property, and that property should be 
assessed at the same. 

The hoard to require returns, under oath, 
of an officer of the corporation, cognizant of 
the facts, of the number, of shares of stock, 
the bonds outstanding, amount of floating debt 
of each corporation herein contemplated, and 
the market value of each one of the three 
items; the board to be armed with the neces- 
sary powers to. eompel the attendance and 
testifying of witnesses, in order to pass upon 
such returns, or In order to ascertain, In any 
ether way proper, the real ‘market value of 
the entiré property. 

The sessions of the board to be during busi- 
néss hours, in a public place, and all its de- 
cisions to be made anid its official action done 
at such place and time. Citizens, and duly 
authorized representatives of the state or any 
county or city interested, to be privileged to 
apply to the board for process for witnesses 
or documentary evidence, and can likewise be 
heard on any question pertinent in a pending 
investigation—all under such reasonable rules 
and regulations as the board may make, 

The acceptance.of free passes, free gas, free 
electrie light. free telegraph and free telephone 
service. or of any other favors, from any said 
public service corporations by a member of 
the board shall be adeauate grounds for vacat- 
ine his office, and upon proof of same he shall 
be immediately removed by the governor, who 
shall order an election to fill said vacancy 
as soon as practitable. The governor to Rave 
full power upon a sworn accusation of any 
citizen or representative of the state, a county 
or city, which plainly and distinctly sets 
forth the offefse, to grant each party process 
for witnesses and production of documents, to 
appoint the time and place of hearing, to hear 
the evidence and arguments of the parties and 
pass upon the accusation finally, 

The resolution, at the request of its 
author, was referred jointly to the tax 
and finance committees of council for 
consideration and report. 

City Hall Purchase Stands. 

By a vote of 13 to 3 council voted down 
the effort of Councilman Kontz to pass 
an ordinance repealing the ordinance 
providing for the purchase of the city 
hall building by the city. The ordinance 
making provision for the purchase of 
the building was passed August 12th and 
received* the approval of Mayor Mims 
several days ago. 

Mr. Kontz submitted figures which, he 
said, proved conclusively that the city 
would lose money on the transaction. 
Alderman LaHatte also produced figures 
to show that the ‘deal was a good one 
fer. the city.

ROUTES HAVE BEEN ARRANGED | 


Secretary Martin Says Work of Ad- 
vertising Fair Will Not End 
When Gates Open. 


Beginning this morning the advertising 
wagons of the. Southern Interstate fair 
will start on the road, There will be two 
of these *wagons:and both will be well 
supplied with posters and other adver- 
tising matter calculated to call attention 
to the attractions that are to be seen at 
the fair this fall. , 

Secretary T. H. Martin, of the fair as- 
sociation, has prepared routes for the ad- 
vertising wagons so that their work will 
not conflict in the slightest degree. One 
wagon will operate in the-northern part 
of the state, while the other will go 
through the southern territory. Extra 
supplies of posters and advertising novel- 
ties will be sent ahead to towns touched 
by the railroads and through which the 
wagon routes run. 

In this way it will not be necessary for 
the wagons to return to Atlanta for sup- 
plies, although it is the purpose of the 
management of the advertising depart- 
ment of the fair to have the wagons 
come in every week or so to report that 
the secretary may know exactly what is 
being accomplished. Some portions of 
the routes may, upon examination, be 
found impracticable, and in that a 
new routes will be lafi out from time to 
time. 

The fair management proposes to place 
the advertising matter where it will be 
seen by the greatest number of people 
who would be likely to take an interest 
in the fair.

Jlaims Society Designated Him as 


an Illegal Practitioner. 


NAME WAS PRESENTED TO GRAND JURY 


Answer Alleges That Dr. Bryan Had 
an Office Here Without Being 
Registered in County. 


The members of the Atlanta Soctety of 
Medicine, through their attorneys, Ar- 


nold & Arnold, have filed answer to the 


$10,000 damage suit instituted in June 
against the society by Dr. E. 8. E. Bry- 
an. Dr. Bryan, in his suit, alleges that 
by direction of the Atlanta Society of 
Medicine his name was presented to the 
grand jury in June, 19090, as an illegal 
practitioner, and it is for that he seeks 
damages. 

The answer sets forth that in the spring 
of 19%) a movement was inaugurated 
against illegal practitioners of medicine, 
and that a ebmmittee was appointed to 
investigate the matter. The plea says 
that this committee ‘did undertake in 
g00d faith and without malice to ascer- 
tain who were illegal practitioners, and to 
that end instituted a diligent search 
through the recognized city directories of 
Atlanta, through investigating signs and 
names upon office doors, advertisements 
and the like, to ascertain who were hold- 
ing themselves out as practicing medicine, 
and when a list of the persons so hold- 
ing themselves out. had been obtained, the 
committee then, in good faith and without 
malice, compared these names with the 
names of those physicians who were reg- 
istered according to law.” 

It 1s alleged that the plaintiff's name 
was found in one of the recognized city 
directories as a physician, and that, ac- 
cording to the information the defend- 
ant had, he held himself out as prac- 
ticing medicine in the county of Fulton. 
It was further alleged that the plaintiff 
had not registered in Fulton county, and 
that he held himself out as a physician in 
this county, and had an office in the é¢ity 
from November, 1900, to January, 1901. 
So far from any of the society having any 
malice against the plaintiff, it is said 
in the answer that none of them had ever 
known or heard of him personally. 

The answer also denies that the society 
ever prosecuted the plaintiff and sets up 
that none of them ever appeared before 
the grand jury, but states that the list of 
names was merely given a member of the 
grand jury for that body to act upon as 
it saw fit. 

The answer further states that while 
the plaintiff claims to practice medicine 
in DeKalb county, it has been discovered 
that he never registered there until the 
year 1898, and that an execution for unpaid 
professional taxes for that year is now 
outstanding against him.

The one was the prisoner who was 
arrested Saturday. night by detectives 
just after he had stolen a seven- 
hundred-dollar micrometer from a 
theodolite in the treasury exhibit in 
the government  buil ; the other 
was a distinguished 1 ng man who 
appeared with an attofney and a yel- 
low book of telegrams in his hand. 

The prisoner, who was under the 
influence of drugs when arrested, was 
much clearer in his statements. After 
being confronted with indisputable 
proof that he was not Dr. Manahan, 
he admitted he was James D. Greer, 
from Wisconsin. 

The real Dr. Manahan, who Is a 
prominent physician from Atlanta, 
had seen the newspaper accounts of 
his arrest, and went to the court to 
see what all the trouble was about. 
Dr. Manahan spent the forenoon in 
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he came into court with telegrams 
from the governor of the state, and 
from other men prominent in the 
business and soctal life in Atlanta, all 
coucheii In the strongest terms of 
praise for the doctor's integrity. 

Dr. Manahan stated that he had . 
given the prisoner his card one even-

The government officials were satis- 
fied with getting their valuable instru- 
ment, and said they did not wish to 
prosecute Greer.

Suburban Train Scene of Cutting.

The Atlanta and West Point suburban 
train was the scene of a cutting affray 
Saturday night about midnight and later 
an exciting encounter between Marshal 
Lovelace, of College Park, and two ne- 
groes charged with doing the cutting and 

who resisted arrest. 

The train is due to leave Atlanta at 
11°50 o'clock at night and the cutting oc- 
curred near McDaniel street. Wiil Rook- 
er, a negro, was slashed across one of his 
legs and several stitches were required to 


close the wound. 

Rooker boarded the train in the city and 
occupied a seat with several bundles in his 
possession. Several negroes from Fair- 
burn. some of whom are said to have 
been drunk, also boarded the train and 
it was only a short time until trouble 
resulted. One of the negroes trampled on 
Rooker’s foot and when he asked the ne- 
ero what he meant, a quarrel ensued, re- 
sulting in Rooker being cut with a Knife 
or razor. 

Some of the passengers interfered and 
when the train reached College Park, 
Marshal Lovelace was notified. He ar- 
rested two of the negroes, but only after 
a struggle. The assistance of several 
of the passengers was required before 
the negroes were subdued. County Po- 
licemar W. A. Wright arrested another 
negro Sunday, who had leaped from the 
train after the trouble. 

The prisoners were tried last night be- 
fore Mayor Lewis, of College Park, and 
Cecil Battle and John Matthews were 
bound over. Ben Hill, one of the negroes, 
wade released. Battle and Matthews were 
brought into the city and placed in the 
Tower by Officer Wright.

HAT the Kentucky colonel tells 
you about a Kentucky horse fair 
is true—that you may see horse 


terfelts of the real horse fair, which can 


hold only in Kentucky. The thorough- 
bred. horse is on his native heath there. 
He can sniff the blue grass upon which he 
has grazed, he can paw the earth pawed 
by his blooded forebears; he knows the 
bouyant plaudits of the Kentucky beauty, 


and he scampers and neighs and shows 


his “flat” muscles best ‘when his arched 
neck and shapely head are reined high by 
the hand of the native Kentuckian, He 
leaves his native\heath and may be sent 
by a Belmont, a Whitney or a Keene to 
compete for British stakes, but all the 
time he retains in his sagacious crantuin 
the Kentucky instinct, and is always 
ready to do his best work at home. 

There was a horse fair held at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., last week, unique in its varied 
features to the interested onlookers from 
other states, and “‘typica] of the best’’ to 
the people of fhat state. There were rep- 
resentative men present from all parts 
of the country—men representing every 
phase of the sporting world, from those 
who proudly boast ownership of “heads” 
by the hundred, to those who have won 
their all on one horse now “beyond the 
age.”

from the Judges’ Stand 


But leaving the midway and coming 
upon the scene of the great Lexington 
race track, one glance convinces that it 
is one of the greatest in the world, while 
any Kentucky gentleman can tell you 
of the horses’that have raced there, their 
pedigrees and what their progeny means. 

The grand -stand at the hour the con- 
tests and.the races began was filled with 
an expectant people, the men and women 
alike as familar with each horse that 
appeared on the track as they were 
with the stalwart figure and command- 
ing voice of the county sheriff who, as 
anybody could tell you. was one of the 
best ‘‘judges’’ in the country. He with 
the other judges spent little of thefr 
time in the judges’ stand, but stood close 
to the track as the different features of 
the fair were in progress. Probably one 
of the most heated contests of the many 
was that between four saddle horses said 
to be the most beautiful in Kentucky and 
ridden by their owners. For fully an 
hour they stood the ordeal pf the judges’ 
scrutiny, and when the blue ribbon was 
finally attached to Crenshaw's horse it 
was not until the grand stand with fits 
hundreds of people in their § intuitive 
knowledge of horsefiesh had _ signified 
their choice of the winner. Every part 
of the thoroughbred’s body had been as 
carefully scrutinized as the skilled der- 
matologist does madame'’s face in search 
of blemishes. And the average Ken- 
tucky beauty can, tell you the defects 
of this thoroughbred and that with as

much adeptness as can her big brother. 
Between the races and entries on thie 
track, all eyes were turned to’ the prize 
cattle drawn up within the green and 
near enough te the.judges’ stand to be 
plainly seen. There were prize bulls and 
heifers ani hundreds. of scampering 
calves that now and~ then getting: in 
groups upon the blue grass, made pictures 
that a Rosa Bonheur only could paint. 


Breakfast on a Kentucky 
Stock Farm 


To see the Kentucky horse as he is. 
most picturesque, and to know just what 
an important factor he is in Kentucky 
iife, he must be seen off the track and 
grazing on the ample estate of -his owner, 
the Kentucky gentleman. The latter lives 
like a lord, and knows so well the art of 
hospitality. It is after a meal with him 
that the horses are seen to advantage, 
when he tells. you that the “pony’’ will be 
trought to the door, then winks when the 
brandy is served in big glasses by ‘mis- 
take(?) and the guests are taken to the 
front of the house and the thoroughbreds 
brought up one Dy one and their stories 
told. F ' 

There is no more typical stock farm in 
Kentucky than ‘“McGrathianna’’ that 
owned by Mr. Milton Young, and at which 
an Atlanta party recently visiting Lex- 
ington were entertained at breakfast. 
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formerly owned by. Price McGrath, 
noted stock breeder and horseman of 
whom many quaint stories are told. He 
usually appeared at the races in a linen 
suit and a slouch hat, the coat being the 
cut of the old linen duster. 

Preceding one famous race where one 
of his own horses was on the track, the 
betting was wild and reckless, and Mc- 
Grath, as each bet was made, shuffled the 
rorey in the pockets of his flopping }inen 
Custer. “What do you mean, min,” 
asker a more cautious companion, “if you 
lose, every man in Kentucky wil] claim 
you owe him money.” 

“That is all rieht.’’ said McGrath, ‘“‘the 
old red ‘hoas’ will keep the books.”' 

MecGrathianna is about 3 miles from 
Lexington and through a part of the 
country that in its rugged beauty shows 
cn one side the country road flanked witn 
walls of limestone, vast fields of hemp or 
the broad leaved tobacco plant, while on 
the other blooded stock grazes on the far 
famed blue grass as far as the eye can 
reach. 

“Woodman spare that tree’’ has been 
the watchword that has left standing to 
retain its fullest height the great trees 
which shade here and there the lime- 
stone streams veining the flelis and 
from which one can easily imagine the 
“Kentucky cardinal’ at even-tide might 
sing his sweetest songs. These same 
trees appeared like green etchings against 
the substantia! walls of thé@ house at Mc- 
Grathianna, when the entrance gates 
were opened and the party in carriages 
drove slowly up the carriage way. 

Mr. Young greeted his guests from the 
spacious veranda that entirely encircled 
his palatial home, and his genial wel- 
come found a sweet echo in the voice of 
his charming wife, who presides with 
grace in one of the handsomest homes in 
Kentucky. (She has several times visited 
Atlanta as the guest of her brother, 
Hon. J. J. Spalding.) 

A delicious breakfast was served at 10 
o'clock, after which the most enteresting 
features of the farm were enjoyed. The 
owner of Grathianna is the proud pos- 
sessor at present of 650 head of horses, 
and still mourns the loss of his famous 
horse, ‘“‘Hannover,”’ the pride of Ken- 
tucky, whose success netted his owner 
$140,000. Three days before this 
horse’s death from blood poison, $100,000 
had been refused as a price for him. A 
mound of running vines and flowers mark 
the end of his last race, and his portraits 
in oil and water colors adorn the walls of 
the hall and dining room of McGrathi- 
anna. 

Among the celebrated horses in Ken- 
tucky today Mr. Young shower as his 
“The Friar’’ and ‘Sorcerer,’ while the 
lawn in front of the house was a study 
in beautiful horses brought out on dress 
parade. There seemed to be every age 
and size, from the Shetland ponies, the 
pets of Mr. Young’s seven children, to 
those thoroughbreds that walked con- 
sciously up and down a8 their names and 
pedigrees were discussed. 

“ft was with regret at leaving, and ideal 
impressions of a stock farm in Kentucky 
that the Aitlanta party turned their 
backs upon McGrathianna and drove 
toward “‘Castleton,’’ where lives’ that 
old gentleman, said to be one of the most 
expert horse breeders in the world—Major 
Foxhall Dangerfield. P
